We Honor OU Glory 
ALD Glory waves from every s t i f f is 
" Pottstown today. It is fitting and proper, 
for today is Flag Day. Pottstown's observ- 
ance is heightened by the bi-centennial cele- 
bration and the great gathering of American 
Antique CM association members here for 
their Spring rally. 


But Pottstown ever has been 
most 


reverent in its marking of the birth of the 
Stars and Stripes 175 years ago by the 
Continental Congress in Philadelphia. 


Pottstown's guttering history as the home 


of early patriots, including General Arthur 
St. Clair, who was colonial congress presi- 
dent in 1787, through the men who fought and 
bled in all this nation's war, has kept 
alive the fervor for the Flage of the Free. 


* * * 


Pottstown has been fortunate, because of 


its proximity to the cradle of democracy, 
to have been an on-the-scene observer at 
the adoption of the Flag in 1777. 


Two years previous the Congress had 


adopted an American flag which combined 
the crosses of St George and St. Andrew 
against a blue background in the upper left 
hand corner, and with thirteen stripes al- 
tercating red and white. 


After the Declaration of Independence in 


1776 it was properly felt that our flag should 
no longer carry the emblems of the patron 
saints of England and Scotland. So the re- 
solution of June 14, 1777, replaced the 
crosses with thirteen stars, white in a blue 
field, representing a new constellation." 


The new* flag was hailed with derision by 


many: by Tories in our own land, by the 
fighting forces of oar mother country en- 
gaged in warfare against us, and by the 
people and governments of most of the 
world. 
* # * 


Tha ntw flag was laughed at not because 


of its (Mica or enters hitf because it smy- 
bolized something in govwunent' and po- 
litical theory. The people « the world 
laughad at the idea of the people of a na- 
tion attempting to govern themselves. 


What, no king? No nobility? No ruling 


class? The very idea was absurd! Within a 
few years the absurd theory would bring 
the people who attempted it into confusion, 
chaos and anarchy. 


So said the critics of the great American 


experiment in human freedom. Those critics 
of the latter part of ISth century laughed at 
the Stars and Stripes because it was not a 
flag of a king or emperor, but the flag of 
united common people who believed in free- 
dom of the individual man and in the right 
of people to say who should rule over them. 


The subsequent history of the United 


States has proved how completely mistaken 
were those critics who said no self-govern- 
ing people could long endure as a nation. 


* * * 


V-e have not only endured as a nation, 


we have grown to become the greatest na- 
tion of all human history. 


The descendants of our early critics, the 


descendants of those who laughed at the 
Stars and Stripes as a symbol of human 
freedom, have on a number of occasions 
been saved from human slavery by free 
men fighting under the Stars and Stripes. 


No nation in all human history has ever 


given so much and so constantly to save 
the rest of the world from human degrad- 
ation as has this American nation, still ex- 
isting as a nation of free men, under the 
flag which began its existence as a symbol 
of a God-supported effort of man to take 
?nd keep unto himself the human rights he 
behe\ed inherent in mankind 


Millions of the down-trodden of o t h e r 


lands have come to our shores, glad to be- 
come fellow-citizens with us of a nation 
whose flag for one hundred and seventy-five 
\ears has been a true symbol of human 
freedom. 


In those l~5 years it has been amply 


pro\ed that a government for and of the 
people can be run by the people, and can 
be run successfully, peacefully, happily and 
prosperously. 


But such a government requires far more 


attention, devotion, honesty and intelligence 
on the part of its people and officials than 
do governments of people enslaved. 


If the Stars and Stripes is to remain the 


symbol of a free people, then must we who 
are free see to it that our freedom is not 
taken from us by anyone, without or within.

Rules Committee Chairman Carl 
Haydea of Arhona, always aa Ad- 
ministration loyalist, the public caa- 
not obtain copies of the decision* 
ia Senate document form except 
through their senators. He has or- 
dered that they be given only to 
members of the Senate. 


Thus it is doubtful if more than 


50.000 bound copies will be available. 
The court itself authorizes about 100 
"proof copies" for immediate use on de- 
cision days by newspaper correspon- 
dents, radio and television men, and 
lawyers directly concerned with the leg- 
islation. 


The Government Printing Office re- 


prints about 300 copies for sale to law 
firms, school and journals, although the 
number wi'l probably run higher in this 
instance. Moreover, obtaining a large 
number of reprints in this way involves 
considerable difficulty.

THE FIRST FLAG flown by the colo- 


nists on this soil was born in 1754 when 
Benjamin Franklin proposed a flag to 
symbolize union. His design was a snake 
cut into 13 pieces to represent the colo- 
nies, with the inscription: "Unite or Die." 


The State of Pennsylvania had a banner 


more nearly representing our eventual 
flag—13 stripes in red and white. On June 
14, 1777, Congress passed a resolution 
that the official flag of the United States 
be "13 stripes, alternately red and white; 
that there be 13 stars, white on a blue 
field, representing a new constellation " 


Perhapt Betsy Ross didn't actually 


make the first V. S. flag, but that'* 
tfc* best version «f fee story and most 
•f « like it. Mrs. Ross—aad It wa» 
Betty, not Betsy—was a widow Uviug 
•a Mulberry street la Philadelphia, 
supporting herself aid her childrei 
by tewing. 


According to the tale that hi* 


come down tbr«uga the years, she 
was sitting at her window plying h*r 
needle one day wh«* • detachment 
•f Virginia troops passed by. A few 


minutes later Ge». George Washing- 
ton stepped ap to her d«*r, thawed 
her a rough sketch «f the flag which 
Congress had decided apoa earlier 
that day, and asked her if she cowl* 
make it. 


She agreed, made a suggestion for 


a change in the design—she thought the 
six-pointed stars should be made five- 
pointed, to differ front the stars in the 
British flag—and proceeded to whip up 
the first U. S. flag. Even the legend- 
makers have never been able to decide 
•who drew the original design for the 
stars and stripe** 
* * 


ALL SCHOOL children know the 


meaning of the flag's component parts: 
the stats represent a new constellation 
rising in the West, the blue background 
was borrowed from the Scots' Covenan- 
ters' Banner, they having been the ori- 
ginal rebels against England, and the J3 
stripes represented the original colonies. 


When Francis Scott Key wrote "The 


Star Spangled Banner" in 1794, Vermont 
and Kentucky had joined the Union, and 
the flag had 15 stars and 15 stripes. But 
Congress soon thereafter decided adding 
a stripe for each state would make the 
flag look too complicated, so the original 
number of stripes were kept, and a star 
added for each new state. 


The foreign flag that most resembles 


ours is that of Liberia. It, like the con- 
stitution of Liberia, was copied from our 
own by the group of freed Negro slaves 
who founded the African republic in 1822.

FLAGS USED TO play an important 


role on every battlefield, but modern war 
tactics have changed that; since World 
War II the flag has been displayed most 
usually at field headquarters, only occa- 
sionally during landings on enemy 
beaches. Of course, as soon as an im- 
portant position or city is captured, the 
flag is rushed to the spot and raised. 


A soldier in the Korean fighting 


wrapped it up in the simplest way when 
h« said, "When you're far from home, 
nothing looks better than the flag."
